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Wings Over Canada

made a part of air shows at exhibi- 
tions, or for publicity purposes. 

The real beginning of Canada's 
air mail history starts in 1924. In 
that year gold was discovered in the 
Rouyn-Noranda region of northern 
Quebec, and a further discovery of 
this precious metal occurred in the 
Red Lake district of northern  Ont- 
ario in 1926. To reach these and 
other mining and trading operations 
in the northern areas of the  prov- 
inces and in the  North-west and 
Yukon Territories—all far removed 
from railroads and  heretofore  ac- 
cessible only by river-boat or canoe 
in the summer and by dog-sled in 
the winter—the airplane was the 
obvious answer. The planes were 
first used to bring in men and sup- 
plies, and to bring out ore samples, 
ete. but the need for more rapid 
communication was also immediately 
essential. As the Post Office Depart- 
ment had no way of transporting 
the mails satisfactorily, it made 
agreements with the air carriers, 
whereby they would transport the 
mail as a private operation. On the 
face of each letter or parcel regular 


postage was affixed—the charges 
made by the air carriers were 
evidenced by labels with no value 


shown, which had to be affixed to 
the reverise side of the letter or 
package. How completely this ar- 
rangement was sanctioned may be 
judged from the fact that some of 
these labels were actually available 
at the larger post offices, or how 
else could one write to relatives and 
friends working at the mines? 

This continued for several years, 
the various semi-official flights are 
duly recorded by Morgan and in the 
American Air Mail Catlogue. The 
semi-official stamps are catalogued 
by Sanabria and also by Morgan. 
The A.A.M.C. lists over 150 “semi- 
official first and special flights. 

By 1927 the Government was 
undertaking surveys looking toward 
regular air mail service, which 
started in 1928. and which soon  re- 
placed the semi-official service by

Canada is a country of vast areas 
that are linked together by the air- 
plane to unite a nation from coast to 
coast and from the Arcitic Circle to 
the States.

Knight Aeronautieal Reference Lib- 
rary and from the American Air 
Mail Catalogue, Sanabrias Air Post 


Catague, The Specialised -Catalogue 
of Canadian  Airmails by Jack 
Knight member Ian C. Morgan, and 
“Canada Corner,” by F. Walter Pol- 
lock in the Western Stamp Collector. 

Canada issued its first air mail 
stamp in 1928, but the mails were 
carried by air many years before. 
The American Air Mail Catalogue 
refers to two possible mail-carrying 
flights in 1912, and Morgan lists 
two attempted flights—one in 1913, 
and the second in 1915. The first 
completely sucessful flight, on which 
about 125 covers were transported, 
was from Montreal to Toronto on 
June 24, 1918. In the following 
month, on July 9, Katherine Stinson 
flew 380 covers from Calgary to 
Edmonton, and in August and Sept- 
ember of the same year, several 
fliehts were completed between Tor- 
onto and Ottawa. 

For the next several years there 
were several experimental flights, 
but no permanent routes were estab- 
lished, and some of the flights were

GAVE TIP ON STAMP COLOR 


Abstract from “Royal” School of 
Mines Register of Old Students, 
1851-1920 and History of the School”, 
(page 15): 


In speaking of the establishment 


of the Mining Record Office and 
Museum in England, the following 
abstract serves to show the varied 


type of question put up for answer: 


The following small incident con- 
tributed by Mr. James B. Jordan, 
son of Mr. Thomas B. Jordan, will 


serve to illustrate, the kind of ques- 
tion to be answered: 


“The first penny stamp, which was 
black, was introduced in 1840. After 
being in use for some time it was 
found that the red obliterating mark 
then used could easily be removed 
and the stamps used over again. 
Whereupon the Post Office author- 
ities consulted Mr. Richard Phillips, 
F.R.S., the distinguished analytical 
chemist, and at the time curator of 
the Museum of Economie Geology. 
Mr. Phillips at once mentioned the 
matter to my father, his intimate 
friend and colleague, saying in his 
jocular way: 

“ “Look here, Jordan! I have a let- 
ter from the  Post-Master-General 
asking me to advise them on the 
colour of the red obliterating mark 
for the black stamps, which they say 
ean be readily washed out.’ My father 
replied, ‘Then, why not print the 
stamps in red and use black ink for 


obliterating?’ Mr. Phillips thought 
the idea an excellent one, and re- 
ported to the authorities accord- 


ingly.”

Since the earliest days 
sixteenth century fishermen 


Europe visited the island in the 
spring and summer and returned 
home with their catches. The next 
two hundred years saw continued 
bitter struggles for the fishing 
rights but the fruitfulness of the 


Grand Banks continued unabated. It 
is therefore natural that one of New- 
foundland's first pictorial stamps 
should show the codfish on the 2-cent 
value of 1866. Salmon, cod and the 
vessels of the fishing fleet have 
continued to appear at intervals on 
the colony's stamps ever since. 


Ptarmigan, seals and cariboux are 
also very important in the lives of 


the inhabitants, as the soil and 
climate are not very good in most 
places for farming. All these birds 
and beasts also appear on the 


stamps, and one of the most famous 
is the caribou issue of January 2, 
1919. A number of the brown 3-cent 
value of this set were overprinted on 
April 2nd of the same year for use 
in connection with the first trans- 
atlantic air post. 


Since the very earliest days New- 
foundland has been a very important 
link indeed between the old world 
and the new, and has played vital 
parts in the development of the 
America Continent, The first trans- 
Atlantic cable was laid between 
Britain and Newfoundland, the first 
radio message was flashed over this 
route by Marconi himself, and the 
first trans-Atlantie flight was made 
from the island. 

The earliest issues of the colony, 
which included the Royal Crown and 


heraldic flowers of Great Britain, 
were printed by  Messrs. Perkins, 
Bacon € Co., the printers of the 
world's first postage stamp. They 


carried no watermark, were on thick 
naper, and imperforate. An interest- 
ing point about these issues is that 
they provide examples of the earlier 
biseet type of  provisionals. The 
nopulation of Canada's 10th Prov- 
ince is about 325,000, naturally the 
quantities printed of the various 
sets were small. This fact, together 
with the attractiveness of their 
designs has made the stamps of

John Cabot, the discoverer of New- 
foundland has been postally honour- 
ed on three separate occasions. In 
1897, Newfoundland issued an  at- 
tractive set of fourteen stamps to 
commemorate the 400th anniversary 
of the discovery and again in 1947, 
the 450th birthday was remembered 
by a single stamp, the 5 cent Matt- 
hew, Cabot's ship. This year Can- 
ada memorialized Cabot by issuing a 
handsome stamp also depicting the 
Matthew. 


Since 1480, nine years before John 
Cabot settled in Bristol, England, 
British ships had been sailing west- 
wards in vain attempts to discover 
what lay beyond the broad Atlantic. 
At last, in 1495, John Cabot managed 
to obtain permission for his historic 
voyage of discovery, which, after 
nearly two years of preparation, 
began on May 2nd, 1497. 

His reward for the discovery of 
Newfoundland was about ten pounds. 

Britain's “First Colony,” which 
guards the entrance to the St. 
Lawrence River, has issued its own 
postage stamps since January 1, 
1857, only seventeen years after 
Britain herself. Two years before 
this, in 1855, she became a  self- 
governing dominion, but reverted to 
Colonial status at her own request 
in 1933 for financial reasons. 


In August, 1583, the island had 
been formally oecupied by Sir Hum- 
phrey Gilbert on behalf of Queen 
Elizabeth, and Sir Humphrey is said 
to have read her proclamation from 


the door of his tent on the site of 
the present War Memorial at St. 
John's. 

A set of stamps issued in 1933 


commemorates this historie occasion. 

The first colonists from Europe 
gradually trickled across to the new 
land, but Britain did not by any 
means have everything her own way. 
There were  innumerable quarrels 
with the French, and not until 1713 
was the island ceded to the British. 

The French eventually established 
themselves on two smaller islands to 
the South-east — St. Pierre and 
Miquelon. 
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The election scrutineers were W. M. 
Gladish and Lorne Bentham, both of 
whom are directors of the Canadian 
Philatic Society. 

In the absence of Mr. Hackett, who 
is recovering from an injury, the 
treasurer's report was presented by 
Mr. Beddoe. The latter also reported 
on the 10 stamp auctions during the 
past year, the 539 lots of which real- 
ized $531.95 in bids. Secretary Bay- 
ley gave a record of the successful 
year which showed increases in all 
departments including eight new 
members. Retiring president MeNeil 
announced that the club would stage 
a stamp exhibition which would be 
open to the public.

LETTER TO EDITOR 


Can Nothing Be Done? 


Nothing irritates the writer of this 
letter more than to see some of the 
lovely stamps of Canada torn and 
bleeding from  obliterations which 
frankly grow worse and worse as 
the days wear on. 

In the small post offices, most of 
the civil servants are obliging; on 
the whole the newer staff in the P.O. 
seem more than willine to do a good 
job of cancelling, but there still are 
too many who simply tear a stamp 
to shreds. 

This is not a sound method. 
Stamps, and our stamps in particu- 
lar, should go abroad and show folk 
something of our country. We have 
much here to be proud of and to de- 
light in.
